1.  A  Iiiffbory  of  the  Town  of    Jueensbury,   ALbany  Coimfcy,  II.  Y.,   states  that  Asa 
raichardgon  was  Captain  of  Ililitia  in  i^-ngsbury  Town^  in  177I>»  Captains 
of  militia  in  those  days  was  ususiLly  an  elderly  influential  person,  in 
many  cases  well  over  forty  years.  If  so,  he  v/as  bom  before  1739. 

2»  On  Asa*s  arrival  in  Canada  before  178o,  he  was  ai;a!:^ed  a  pension  of<3, 

which  vran  increased  to<J^^«  This  confirms  his  pre-revolutionary  status. 

3.  A  Ret-urn  of  Loyalist  Fanilies  in  Canada  in  the  Fall  of  17^0  calls  hiia  "an 
old  man."  Subsequent  lists  refer  to  him  as  "rlictressed." 

ii»   Asa  is  not  listed  in  any  Loyalist  Regiiraent.  Tho  inference  is  that  ho  was 
'*too  old"  for  service, 

^,  He  died  in  I789. 

6.  lie  is  not  listed  in  tlie  Pensioners 'C<^.  Some  of  these  zncn  wei^e  above 

sixty  years  of  age.I  do  not  know  wliy  he  is  not  listed,  unless  there  was 
a  definite  dir ability  or  infinnity,  or  be  WAS  an  old  laan, 

Infomation  gleaned  here  an  there  about  the  early  settle-- 
ment  of  ^ngsbury  '^own  indicates  that  these  settlers,  almost  to  a  raan,  cane 
from  the  X'^estem  part  of  Connecticut,  in  the  noigliborhood  of  l^evi  Illford, 
't'hey  include,   among  others,  Ii?adshsBJs,  BroTmsons,   aiki  Pdch^rdsons.  Sainl. 
Qrownson,  Str,,  married  Elizabeth,   sister  Of  James  iVadshaw,   also  a  loyalist 
of  Fredericksburgh,  They  had  a  daughter,  Tamar,  bom  2  Ikrv.,  17li9»  2he  very 
likely  W2.fe  of   Asa  Pdchardson  and  mother  of  the  fssndly  which  accoiit>aEied  him 
to  Canada.

Purtheriiiore, 
she  was  very  unlikely  wife  of  an  Asa,  Jr.  A  list  of   Asa*s  ctrildren  in  a  lict 
of  the   "all  of  17^3  diows  3  sons  aged  between  6  and  12.    At  this  rate  the  oldest 
could  not  have  been  born  before  1771,   and,  therefore  not  old  enougli  to  be  hus- 
band of  Tamar,  bom  in  17li9.

If  there  was  one,  he  apparently  did  not  marry,  nor  did  he  a$^^  for  land  as 
son  of   Asa,   ar.  The   Asa,   -3p.,  mentioned  in  your  letter  was  an  .tea,   son  of 
Thomas,   and  vjas  baptized  in  Fredericksburg  10  Feb.,  1796. 

I  note  your  quandary  about  Tamar  who  diexi  in  Ijjy  and 
aqopLied  for  land  in  October,  1797 •  Tho  only  answer  Is  that  she  anplied  for  the 
Ifflid  before  she  died,  but  it  was  not  pass€x3.  by  the  Council  luitil  Cctobor.  If 
you  can  see  the  original  in  the    Archives,  you  might  find  that  I  am  ri^t. 

I  can  suggest  that  a  review  of  the  vital  statistics  of 
Ifew  lalford.  Conn.,  might  f^ve  the  ansirer  to  the  Iiicliardsons.  Ihese  con  be  seen 
in  the  State  Library  in  ALbai^,  IT,  Y.

Dear  Doctor  Burleigh: 

Many  thanks  for  your  recent  letter  regarding  my  family 
ancestrj'".  First,  I  am  grateful  for  your  interest  and  for  the  ob- 
vious time  and  effort  which  you  expended  for  me.  Second,  from 
what  I  can  gather,  the  Richardsons  have  shown  singularly  little 
interest  in  their  family  history.  I  can  therefore  understand 
why  I  might  be  the  first  of  m.y  family  to  contact  you. 

In  the  second  paragraph  of  your  letter  you  point  out  some 
deficiencies  in  my  "Richardson"  chart.  Here  are  some  comments: 


1.  I  have  been  holding  in  abeyance  the  fact  that  Asa  Rich- 
ardson was  buried  in  Fredericksburgh  on  4  Aug  1789 
because  I  Vv-as  unable  to  determine  which  Asa  was  invol- 
ved. Your  letter  clarifies  it.  Actually,  it  is  hardly 
probable  that  this  man  could  have  been  interested  in 
land -grabbing  in  Nottawasaga  township  in  1834.  It  now 
appears  that  Asa  Fiichardson  "The  Older"  (as  of  1834) 
was  the  son  of  Thomas  Richardson  who  was  the  son  of  Asa 
Sr.  He  was  probably  called  "The  Older"  to  distinguish 
him  from  younger  cousins.  This  Asa  may  have  acquired 
the  land  in  Nottawasaga,  but  does  not  appear  to  have 
removed  there.  My  grandfather,  William,  Henrj''  Richard- 
son is  said  to  have  bought  the  land  from  his  brother- 
in-law  named  Christie  who  lived  in  Nottawa  in  1878. 

2.  The  name  "Thamar"  (with  or  without  the  "H")  is  almost 
as  comjnon  as  "Asa"  amongst  the  Richardsons.  Tamar  Rich- 
ardson was  indeed  buried  26  May,  1797.  Hers  again,  my 
problem  has  been  to  determine  which  "Tam.ar".  In  a  pe- 
tition for  land  dated  4  Oct.  1797.  "Thamar  Richardson. 
iQ  fp  nf  A^^!^.   .ii  nhardson  and  dapghr.p.r  nf  Sgpni^l  Bro.wenson 

"  prays  for  200  acres.  Thus,  it  appears  that  her 

husband  "Asa"  was  the  son  of  Asa,  Sr.,  rather  than  Asa, 
Sr.  himself. 


3.  I  had  omitted  James  Bradshaw  Richardson  from  my  chart 
because  I  was  unable  to  find  proof  of  the  connection. 
In  this  respect,  I  have  found  also  such  names  as  Jared, 
Timothy  and  George  Hichardson,  all  listed  as  "soldiers" 
in  the  Kind's,  or  Queen's  or  Loyal  Rangers  in  the  1780s, 
but  am  unable  to  establish  any  connection  between  them 
and  my  known  fairdly. 

4.  Amos  Richardson,  in  his  petition  for  land  dated  6  Sep, 

1797  states  " he  is  the  son  of  Asa  Richardson,  a 

U.iL.  Loi'alist,  is  now  arrived  to  the  age  of  21  years.. 
...  "  and  prays  for  200  acres.  He  appears  to  have  signed 
the  "memorial"  himself!  Vlilliam,  Henry  and  Amos  all 
petitioned  for  land  in  1797.  Henry  and  Amos  both  stated 
in  that  year  that  they  had  "now  arrived  to  21  years". 
Perhaps  they  were  twins??? 


As  a  matter  of  interest,  I  have  visited  the  Archives  building 
here  in  Ottawa  many  times  and  hav3  gleaned  a  great  amoimt  of  infor- 
mation there.  I  have  also  found  material  in  the  libraries  at  the 
Parliament  Building,  the  Supreme  Court  ard  in  the  Carnegie  Public 
library. 

The  relationships  you  have  indicated  with  Katherine  Ryan  and 
her  two  husbands  provide  another  slight  surface  puzzle.  A  petition 
for  land  was  presented  to  the  iixecutive  Council  on  9  March,'  1803  by 
"Catherine  Richardson,  wife  of  Henry  Richardson,  daughter  of  John 

Percy ".  At  the  time  of  her  application,  John  Percy  was,  of 

course,  Catherine's  step-father,  rather  than  her  father 11  I  wish 
all  puzzles  in  this  business  were  as  easily  resolved.
